2. Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 11-16, 18 and 23-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
As for claims 1, 7 and 23, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a system and method for determining the position of an object by 
dispersing at least two elliptically shaped EM beams into a scanning space by frequency, retro- 
reflecting at least a portion of the respective dispersed beams off of an object positioned within the 
scanning space, determining in response to the frequencies, respective angular positions of the 
object by triangulating coordinates using two or more of the respective angular positions, in 
combination with the rest of the Umitations of the claims.
